And the resolution, as amended, was adopted. Arid John, 


according to the official chronicles of that legislative day -was 
in his seat and voted for that amendment and resolution.

ing the members of the congress that the people of Wisconsin 
DO NOT WANT WAR; a few weeks later John was denouncing 
these congressmen for taking him at his word.

And then the resolution went from John to Roy. Roy/was 


over in the senate. .Roy was the great exponent in the senate 


of the spirit of the minute men of Concord. 
Eagle eyed and 


alert, he was always -watching for those, insidious and myster- 
ious gyrations of those who were riot "standing back of the gov- 
ernment." 


Then cometh the work of these gentlemen in the form of a 


substitute resolution which removed the word "president" and 
substituted the word "government."

Think of it,—this patriot par-excellence and stand-back-of- 


the-president super-excellent permitting this presidential sur- 
gery to go on- in broad daylight. 
What could Roy have been 


thinking of when this Wilsonian excision was taking place? 
What was he doing when this veiled insult to the president was 
in the making? 


Roy now contends that no man who voted against war 


should covet the political support of his fellow men. And here 
was Roy, on Feb. 14, 1917, a few weeks before the declaration 
of war sending word to these congressmen to do all things pos- 
sible to prevent war. 


The charge is made against those members in congress who 


voted against war that they condoned the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania and the rape of Belgium.

First Night In Trenches 


Is Weird Experience 


LONDON — (Correspondence of 


The Associated Press) — What will 
the first night in the trenches be, is 
a question that thousands of Amer- 
ican soldiers have faced perhaps -with 
some misgivings, certainly with live- 
!/ anticipation. The experience of 
n any of'them must be like that of 
a British plough boy soldier describ- 
ed b\ Lord Dunsany, Captain of the 
Inniskilling Fusiliers. 


"A mnn's first night in the front 


line is an epoch-making experience," 
he writei. "It is like *• man's first 
vote, or MJ twenty-first birthday- 
it is a milestone in hi* life, mark- 
ing the chnnjte from the mimic war- 
fare behind the lines to the grim re- 
alities of actual conflict. 


"Perhaps I can best explain how 


this experience affects a soldier by 
telling youvthe story of a recruit's 
first night in , the 
trenches. Dick 


Cheeser, one of my men, was a 
ploughboy just past 18 when he en- 
listed, and not yet 19 when he went 
on his first sentry "go" in the fron.t 
line. 


"It was a'quiet night, and dawn 


was only an hour or so distant when 
Cheestr took his post.' The Corporal 
told him where to1 stand, warned him 
to keep a good lookout, and left him. 


"There_ was Dick Cheeser, alone 


in the da'rk, with an army in front 
of him, eighty yards away, a • re- 
sourceful, crafty and desperate ene- 
my. Th« stillness of the night'only 
added to Cheeser's feeling of res- 
ponsibility. The stillness 'awed him. 
There had not been'a she!! all night. 
He put his hand over the parapet 
gingerly and waited. Nobody fired 
at him. He 'felt somehow that the 
night was waiting..for him, 
that 


something uncanny and unexpected 
would happen soon. He heard voicee 
in a. communication trench some- 
where behind him; there were a few 
Sentences of 
gruff, 
unintelligible 


conversation; the voices died'away. 
There was a'long silence, Cheeser 
fell to wondering whether the night 
was black or pray; he stared hard 
at the night .to study its exact coir 
or; the night stared back at him, 
and seemed -to ".be threatening him; 


it was gray, gray and artful, like 
a cat or a fox. 


"It was uncanny, thought Cheeser. 


If shells would come, or Germans or 
anything at all, you would know how 
to take it; but this deathly quiet, 
like a mist over huge valleys! Any- 
thing might happen. Cheeser wait- 
ed and waited, and the night waited 
too. 
He felt that they were watch- 


infr each other, the night and he, 
both crouching, both ready tojspring. 


"His mind grew so active that his 


head throbbed with the physical ex- 
ertion of thinking. He was watch- 
ing with eyes and ears and imagin- 
ation, hoping to anticipate by a sec- 
ond-or two the dread Something that 
he felt was sure to happen soon in 
the ominous mist of No^Man's Land. 
He thought ol throwing-a stone out 
into the blackness, just to' see what 
would happen. Then he 'began to 
wish for his boyhood's slingshot, so 
that he could catapult a nice round. 
stone right across the blackness in- 
to the German line. • 


"A little wind blew in the night, 


too cold for the time of year. It 
made for a moment a lane in the 
mist over No-Man;s Land. Cheeser 
peered into 'it, • but the mist closed 
around again: 'No,' Night seemed 
to say, 'You can't guess my secret-.- 
And the awesome hush intensified. 
What are they up to now? thought 
the sentry. What are those crafty 
enemies planning in all those miles 
of silence? ' 


"Even the very lights were few 


and far between. When one went 
up, far hills of shadow seemed to sit 
and brood over the valley; black 
shapes grew up and vanished'in the 
shadow. The -rocket faded and -the 
Kills- went back into mystery again, 
and Cheeser still peered level over 
the ominous valley. 
' 


•"All the dangers and sinister shap- 


es -and evil destinies that the. sen-, 
try faced that night cannot be pic- 
tured "or described in mere words. 
It was only two-hours that he stood 
there,.and not a shell fell in all that 
time, not a German stirred. 


"It is a weird and awful experi- 


ence, that first night in the trenches'. 
The next time it is an 'easy matter."

"Somewhere." 


Dear Soldier Pal: 


I regret very mucli the fact that 


1 have not written to you before 
this but J have been very busy. We 
have been in France long 
enough 


now to get used to the French cos- 
tume and custom, and of course both 
were more or less awkward at first. 


First I will try and tell you about 


the French villages. They are small 
and very close together. The rea- 
son for it being the peasants or 
farmers do not live on their small 
farms but in these villages, and they 
go to their fields regularly twice a 
day. The houses are all built of the 
same material, and all 
from 
the 


same design, or at least all on the 
same principle, which is, the family 
on one side, the farming equipment 
in the center, and the cows, chickens 
and horses or. tlie other end. The 
material used in the making of the 
houses is stone for the walls and tile 
for the roof. 
The* color of the tile 


is different in 
different 
localities, 


some red, and some black. I have 
also seen a few thatched roofs. Most 
of the buildings are a one story af 
fair of course. In the larger cities 
there are many two and' three-story 
ones. 
t. We were very much- surprised nt 
the means in which the French wash 
their clothes. 
In each village there 


is one or more, what we call com- 
munity wash basins. All of the" na- 
tives gather daily to wash their soil- 
ed clothes. These basins are made 
of stone about four feet deep with 
a flange of about two feet for scrub- 
bing the clothes. Clothes lines are 
not known very much in 
France. 


i When the clothes are washed they 
i either spread- them out on the grasa, 


I or over a hedge to dry. 


Hedges are. another thing that 


are used extensively here. The land 
is all separated by hedges instead of

Are the Packers Profiteers?

Plain Facts About the Meat Business 


The Federal Trade Commission in its recent report on 
war profits, stated that the five large meat packers have 
been-profiteering and that they have a monopoly of the 
market. 
These conclusions, if fair and just, are matters of serious 
concern not only to those engaged in the meat packing 
business but. to every citizen of our country. 
The figures given on profits are misleading and the 
statement that the packers have a monopoly is unsup- 
ported by the facts.

The meat business is one of the largest American indus- 
tries. Any citizen who would familiarize himself with 
its details must be prepared for large totals. 
The report states that the aggregate profits of four large 
packers were $140,000,000 for the three war years. 
This sum is compared with $19,000,000 as the average 
annual profit for the three years before the war, making 
it appear that the war profit was $121,000,000 greater 
than the1 pre-war profit. 
This compares a three-year profit with a one-year profit 
—a manifestly unfair method of comparison. It is not 
only misleading, but the Federal Trade Commission ap- 
parently has made a mistake in the figures themselves.

The aggregate three-year profit of $140,000,000 was 
earned on sales of over four and a half billion dollars. 
It means about three cents on each dollar of sales—or a 
mere fraction of a cent per pound of product. 
Packers' profits are a negligible \factor in prices of live 
stock and meats. No other large business is conducted 
upon such small margins of profit.

Furthermore—and this is very important—only a small 
portion of this profit has been paid in dividends.. The 
balance has been put back into the business-. It had to 
be, as you realize when you consider the problems the 
packers have had to solve—and solve quickly—during 
these war years. 
To conduct this business in war times, with higher costs 
and the necessity of paying two or three times the for- 
mer prices for live stock, has required the use of two or 
three times the ordinary amount of working capital. 
The additional profit makes only a fair return on this, 


and as has been stated, the larger portion of the profits ' 
earned has been used to. finance huge stocks of goods 
and to provide additions and improvementsmade neces- 
sary by th'e enormous demands of our army and navy 
and the Allies.

If you are a business man you will appreciate the sig- 
nificance of these facts. If you are unacquainted with 
business, talk this matter over with some business ac- 
quaintance—with your banker, say—and ask him to 
compare profits of the packing industry with those of 
any other large industry at the present time.

No evidence is offered by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion in support of the statement that the large packers 
have a monoply. The- Commission's own report shows 
the large number and importance of other packers. 
The packers mentioned in the statement stand ready to 
prove to any fair minded person that they are. in keen 
competition with each other, and that they have no 
power to manipulate prices. 
If this were not true they would-not dare to make this 
positive statement. 
Furthermore, government figures show that the five 
large packers mentioned in the report account for only 
about one-third of the meat business of the country. 
They wish it were possible to interest you in the details 
of their business. Of how, for instance, they can sell 
dressed beef for less than the cost of the live animal, 
owing to utilization of by-products, and of the wonder- 
ful story of the methods of distribution throughout this 
broad land, as well as in other countries. 
The five packers mentioned feel justified in co-operat- 
ing with each other to the extent of together present- 
ing this public statement. 
They have been able to do a big job for your govern- 
ment in its time of need; they have met all war time de- 
mands promptly and completely and they are willing to 
trust their case to the f airmindedness of the American 
people with the facts before them.

Erects armed with axes, hatchets, 
spades, hoes and clubs and made a 
drive upon one saloon, destroying 
all the whisky barrels, 
beer kegs, 


bottles, and all the liquor in the 
house. The crowd then marched to 
a grocery store where liquor was 
sold. Tho owner met the women at 
:lie front door prepared to defend 
his property, but while he blocked 
them at the front entrance, some of 
th-j women rushed around 
to the 


rear, and destroyed whatever whis- 
ky and beer they could find. The 
women than decided to attack the 
most notorious saloon in town. The 
proprietor, known as French Pete, 
met them with a gun in hand, only 
lo be knocked senseless with a spade 
wielded by one of the women. The 
crowd then invaded the saloon and 
destroyed all the liquor they could 
find. After several attempts on the 
part of some of the liquor dealers 
to prosecute the women, a few of 
the ringleaders pleaded gui'ty to 
the charge of disturbing the peace ' 
were fined $30 and the cases were 
ri ropped.
